A bulletin was issued anncuncing 
I hat a conference bad been held “at 
the request of the Mexican represent­ 
atives for tho purpose of informing 
the mediators and the American rep* 
resentatives of the ideas of their gov­ 
ernment concerning several interest­ 
ing points for the best solution of {be 
present difficulty. 
It was decided to 
maintain secrecy- in regard to these 
points until a concrete solution shall 
be reached, to which end the infor­ 
mal conversations will continue.” 
The favorable outlook

For instance, tile 
“Lake of fire and brimstone” many 
have been supposed to be a literal place 
fitting that description, while in real­ 
ity, as the Revelator says, it is a pic­ 
torial representation of that which w ill 
befall those who go into death a sec­ 
ond time—their utter extinction. 
As 
far as we know', however, there are no 
symbolic numbers in Revelation. Those 
that have been fulfilled, or are referred 
to in other portions of the Billie, we 
find to be literal numbers. 
It is the

bolical.

STATE'S FRUIT PROSPECTS 


South Central Missouri Among Dis­ 
tricts Damaged by Cold. 


Washington, 
May 
23. — General 


prospects for a large yield of fruit of 


all kinds, with the possible exception 
of peaches, have not been equaled at 
any time within the past decade save 
in 1912, according to the report Fri­ 
day of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce’s committee 
of 
statistics 
and Standards on the condition of 
fruit. 
^ 
The report deals with all fruits of 
commercial importance including ap­ 
ples, peaches, pears, plums, grapes, 
oranges, lemons, grapefruit, strawber­ 
ries, cherries and the like. 
The committee reported that more 
or less damage had occurred in near­ 
ly all secions to fruits, but that save 
in the case of peaches, it is not a mat­ 
ter 
of 
much amount. 
Severe cold 


snaps in early spring caused consid­ 
erable damage to peaches lr many 
states. 
Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and 
Kansas 
suffered heavily, the outlook in those 
states being for not over 25 per cent 
of a normal crop. 
More or less se­ 
vere damage also wag done in South 
Central Missouri, 
Southern 
Missis­ 
sippi, Northwestern Alabama, South 
and East Texas, Southwestern Geor­ 
gia, 
Western 
Kentucky, 
Western 
Tennessee. Southern Idaho and por 
tions of Norfrh Carolina. 
“Elsewhere,” the committee finds, 
“the outlook is so promising that in 
general a crop of peaches approach­ 
ing the normal seems more than a 
likelihood.”

By organized effort the anti-tuber­ 
culosis campaign in the United States 
under the direction of the national 
association has formed over 800 state 
and local anti-tuberculosis societies, 
has established 500 
hospitals 
with 
over 30,000 beds for consumptives, 
400 dispensaries with more than 1,000 
physicians in attendance, and more 
than 150 open air schools; has passed 
laws 
dealing 
with 
tuberculosis in 
forty-five states and ordinances on 


the subject in more than 200 cities 
and towns, and has conducted field 
campaigns 
of 
education 
in 
forty 
states and territories by means of 
lectures, exhibits, the press and the 
distribution of literature .including 
100,000,000 pamphlets on tuberculo­ 
sis. 
So much has been done, blit to com­ 
plete the work already begun, more 
hospital beds must be prodded, more 
sanitoria for those in early and cura­ 
ble stages must be established, visit­ 
ing nurses must be maintained .and 
provison must be made for luberculo- 
iss clinics and open air schools in 
every city and town in the United 
States. 
We must continue to educate the 
people concerning the necessity for 
proper personal and publio hygiene 
in the prevention 
of 
tuberculosis, 
that there may be a steady ’eduction 
of the death rate by the application of 
preventive measures already in prac­ 
tice and others that shall be devised; 
When the citizens of Sedalia real­ 
ize how much has been‘done, m d how 
much is being done right here in our 
own city to control the spread of tu­ 
berculosis, and how much th.^ Pettis
